1. Regulation 17 of the Chapter VIH(E)(ii) ‘Service 
and Conduct of Teachers in Non-Government Affiliated 
Colleges’ at page 137 of the Calendar Volume I, 1972, 
shall read as under : — 

17. A teacher shall be entitled to 

(a i (i) Casual leave in a calendar year as allowed to 
teachers in the Panjab Univer. ity Departments 
(Rules given in Volume 111). 

Casual leave will be sanctioned by the Prin- 
cipal at his discretion and shall not be com- 
bined with any other leave or vacation except 
with holidays provided the total period includ- 
ing holidays does not exceed the period allow- 
ed to University teachers. 

(ii) If. casual leave is not due, leave net exceed- 
ing ten days on half pay may be granted by 
the management, in exceptional circumstances. 

f b) duty leave for attending meetings of the Univer- 
sity bodies and educational seminars organised by the 
University and/or the University Grants Commission. 

2. Regulation 3.7, for the Revised Regulations for 
B.A./B.Sc. examination, has been deleted. 

3. Regulation 3.8 for the Revised Regulations for 

B.A./B.Sc. examination, shall read as under : 

3.8. A student who has completed the prescribed 
course of instruction in an affiliated college for Part 
I/II/III examination, but does not appear in it, or hav- 
ing appeared fails, may be allowed on recommendation 
of the Principal of the college concerned, two consecu- 
tive chances to appear in the examination privately as 
a late college student, without attending a fresh course of 
instruction.

1. Regulations 8.5(a). 8.5(b) and 8.5(c) for the Re- 
vised Regulations for B.A./B.Sc. examination, shall read 

as under — 

8.5(a). A candidate for B.A./B.Sc. Part II examina- 
tion may also offer General Education as an additional 
subject. 
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8.5(b) If he is unable to complete the prescribed 
number of lectures, he may appear in Genefal Education 
along with Part III examination after making up the 
deficiency. 

8.5(c) If he is successful, the marks obtained in Gene- 
ral Education shall be added to the marks obtained in 
Part III examinations for purpose of determining his 
division. 

The total aggregate marks for all candidates shall be 
650 irrespective of the fact whether a candidate fails to 
appear or qualify in General Education. 

2. Regulation 1.3 for ‘Correspondence Courses’ at 
page 469(a) of the Calendar Volume II, 1972, shall read 
as under : — 

1.3. A person desirous of receiving instruction through 
these courses shall get himself enrolled with the Directo- 
rate of Correspondence Courses, and shall pay the fol- 
lowing fees :

B.A. Part III (including English only and additional 
subject/s — Rs. 200 (payable in three instalments viz. 
Rs. 100 along With enrolment form, Rs. 50 in October 
and Rs. 50 in January).
